and French governments, through Lord 
Malmesbury and M., Turgot, their authorized 
organs, proposed to Mr. Fillmore’s adminis- 
tration a very cunningly devised treaty, the 
object of which was to secure to. Spain the 
possession of Cuba. It came heralded with 
the grand and imposing title of the “Tripar- 
tite treaty.” It seemed almost: an act of 
rudeness to reject it; for it was most effi- 
“sciently propped by English dignity on the 
one side and by French elegance on the other.

England would engage not to touch Cuba 
with the hand of violence. She would go 
farther, and forever secure the Island to Spain.

We have 
never interfered, and do tiot desire to inter- 
fete with their international adjustments, 
They must content themselves with their 
sway in Earope. ‘The moment they come 
to this quarter of the globe to prescribe ar- 
rangements and to settle the distribution of 
power, they will meet with a stern and stub- 
born resistance. 

Mr. Fillmore’s administration, although 
wanting in firmness, and in’most of the char- 
acteristics of a trie American spirit, gave to 
the proposed treaty a prompt and petemptory 
rejection, It accompanied the rejection, too, 
with a state paper, so dignified, manly, atid 
elaborately learned, that it electrified the 
country. This was the letter of Hon. Ed- 
ward Everett, then Secretary of State, which 
has recently been answered, or attempted to 
be answered, by Lord John Russell, the 
English Secretary of Foreign Affairs. This 
answer or despatch bears date February 16th, 
1853. 

His lordship does not “ fully avow, yet 
hardly ecnceals” his jealousy of this country, 
He insinuates, lectures and rebukes, by turns. 
He evidently thinks that the old international 
code, that prop of hoary monarchies, is in 
some peril, and in order to save it from vio- 
lence he condéstends to tickle Amencan 
vanity by a passing compliment to the great 
American commentators, who have aided in 
illustrating it. The prevailing tone of his 
dispatch, however, is that of chagrin; nor does 
he forget to intermingle a due proportion of 
menace. But it is not to be wondered at 
that he should feel chagrined, since we 
were wise enough to avoid the snare that 
was set for us. 

It is time for Englaud and her officials to 
understand that threats pass by us as the idle 
wind, and that arrogance does not awaken 
our fears, Strong and lusty as the eagle, we 
will not easily be pinioneds astute by long 
observation of Eurdpean diplomacy, we will 
not readily be*deceived, 

In December, 1823, ‘one of our early Pre- 
sidents, James Sonie i in his seventh annual 
message, announced the true American doc- 
trine on this subject, in terms so often quoted 
that they have become famillar as household 
words, " With additional emphasis he repeat. 
ed it in his eighth annual message, One of 
our more recent Presidents, James K. Polk, 
on -two-several occasions, reiterated it in 
terms so precise and positive that no room 
was left for doubt or misapprehetsion, 

Itis the determined purpose-of the masses 
of this country that European powers shall 
not; by fraud or violence, exercise control 
over the affairs of this quarter of'the’ globe. 
However divided in regard. to other matters, 
they are united and almost unanimous in this. 

When we think of the gravity with which 
so ridiculous .a treaty was: proposed, we 
wonder at the cool audacity ‘of our venerable 
mother of England and our ancient’ ally of 
France. When we think of the surly answer 
to our polite rejection of the treaty, we are 
amazed at the ill-bred insolénce. of that 
high funtionary of England, thé- Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. But béaten in argument, 
surpassed in courtesy, outwittéd in diploma- 
cy, it was natural, perhaps, .that-he should 
seek to exeel in something, even. though it 
should be in rudeness, 

The people of this country désire the ac- 
quisition of Cuba.

“If; however,’ urope- 
an powers, who seem determined to prevent

EUROPEAN INTELLIGENCE, 


The details brought by the steamer Arabia, 
pwhich arrived at New-York, last Thursday, 
represent the Eastern question as still unsettled 
and wearing a more threatning aspect. At 
Constantinople, incendiary placards continued 


addresses were signed entreating the Sultan 
to march against the enemy, without waiting 
for the aid of France and England. _ The 
Jews of the city have made a voluntary offer 
of a million of piastres towards defraying the 
expenses of the war. The Turks were aroused 
to such a pitch of enthusiasm, that, it is said, 
they have called on the Sultan to declare war 
or abdicate the throne. The Bey of Turis had 
informed the Porte that his forces were ready 
to take the field. The general feeling prevail- 
ed at Constantinople that the Sultan would 
made no further concessions, either to Russi 
or to the four powers. 
A despatch from Vienna announees that a 


der instructions from their respective Govern- 
ments, declare that the Vienna note does not 
contain the dangers which the Porte’ sees in it, 
and urge ite unconditional acceptance. It is 
the general belief at Paris, that the Emperor 
will not go to war. He is said to have ex- 
pressed himself to that effe:t very recently. 


“A new and important feature, though not 
unforseen, has arisen in the question. Austria 
begins, more pointedly than before, to exhibit a 
desire to back out, and shows symptems of her 
Russia bearing: A despatch from Vienna, 
dated September 20, received at Paris, states 
that Austria does vot altogethar adhers to the 
position of the two Western Powers respecting 
the collective note to be given to the Porte, 
containing a guarantee against any future in- 
terference on the part of Russia, between the 
Porte and its subjects.” 


The English Government has taken no 
forther action in the matter, except sending 
instructions to her Minister at Constantinople 
to insist upon the adoption of the Vienna note. 
A public meeting has been. held in Sheffield, 
England, for the purpose of considering the 
question, at which a memorial was adupted, 
urging the British Government “to take prompt 
measures to cause the immediate evacuation 
‘by Russia of the Danubian Principalities, and 
to prevent Russia from again outraging justice 
and international law by the forcible. warlike 
occupation of the Turkish territory.” The 
memorial was adopted unanimously. 

The- Arabia reports ‘a declive in cotton of 
‘1-8 to 1-4d. Breadstuffs had advanced rapidly. 
The cholera was abating in England, but its 
ravages in: Denmark, Sweden and Norway, 
continued: to ‘ncrease fearfully.

We cannot refrain, how- 
ever, from mentioning in terms of the highest 
commendation one or two papers, with which 
we thave been particularly pleased: - 

The paper on Sir William Hamilton's Dis- 

cussions, by Professor Hotmes, of Virgiuia, is a 
most profound and elaborate production, and as 
a review does no discredit, to say the least of it, 
to the: masterly works of the master mind of 
the age. The doctrines of this great philoso- 
pher as contained in the volume under review, 
as well as in many other works, are so profound- 
ly metaphysical as to be far beyond the compre- 
hension of the masses, and he who performs 
the task of simplifying and adapting them to 
the popular understanding does a work of no 
mean importance, and deserves a hearty plau- 
dit from every lover of truth. Prof. Hotmes 
confines his remarks mainly to a vindication of 
the able and triumphant argument on Cullege 
and University Education,-and interposes a 
truly formidable: barrier to the torrent of utili- 
tarianism, which, in our country, threatens to 
degrade the standard of mental excellence, 
and prostitute to the base uses of bargain and 
sale the noblest attributes of our nature.

Rail and Plank Roads. 

We notice in the Camden Journal, that the 
sum of $77,500 has been subscribed in Camden 
to the Lancaster Rail Road, which, with the 
$45,000 taken.in Lancaster, makes the whole 
amount subscribed $122,500. We wish our 
friends over the river the greatest possible suc~ 
cess in their enterprise, and trust that their ef- 
forts will not go unrewarded; though we re- 
gret tosny that, from present indications, but 
little aid and comfort can be expected from 
our latitude. We understand that an effort 
will be made shortly to test the matter, and it 
isto be hoped that our citizens will throw off 
the indifference they have manifested hitherto, 
and go to work with that spirit which alone 
can produce tangible results. 


Books were opened at Yorkville, on Monday 
last, for subscriptions to the York and Shelby 
Plank Road, and will be kept open for three 
months, unless the requisite amount of stock 
issooner taken. The York people propose to 
build the road to the North-Carolina line, with 
the understanding that it will be completed by 
the citizens of Shelby. We notice, too, that 
Spartanburg is alive to the project of construct- 
ing a similar road to Rutherfordton. Even 
though Rail Roads could be built at a moderate 
cost, we think the York and Spartanburg people 
are acting wisely in preferring Piank Roads. 
All other. things equal, they pay larger divi- 
dends, and are certainly better adapted to the 
condition and requirements of the North-Caro- 
linians. These are important enterprises, and 
we feel a lively interest in their suceessful com~ 
pletion.

Kos7Zta, 

Although the press throughout the country 
have united in expressions of admiration for 
the ability and learning displayed in the Marcy 
letter, several of the otost prominent journals 
take exception to the ultra position assum- 
ed by our Secretary in relation to Koszta’s 
citizenship and his right to protection. But 
“what is writ, is writ,’—the principle has been 
incorporated into the policy of our Government, 
and it becomes us to abide by it as the decision 
of superior wisdom. Koszta remains a prisoner 
in the French Hospital, at Snryrna, and will 
continue in custody until his release is demand- 
ed by the proper and acknowledged authority ; 
and the administration in the meantime is 
forcing the matter toa final adjudication. 


A letter received by the America, by a gen- 
tleman in New-York, states that “the Austrian 
Government has given its consent to the libera- 
tion of Koszta, with the understanding that he 
should be immediately put on board an Ameri- 
can vessel and go directly to the United States.” 
She expressly reserves the right to arrest him, 
in case he shall return to Turkey; and also con- 
siders hinr still an Austrian subject, until he be« 
comes denationalized in a regular and lawful 
way. The National Intelligencer confirms this 
statement, and says that the Austrian Minister 
at Constantinople was instructed to communicate 
this determination to Mr. Marsh, the American 
Minister. Itremainsto be seen whether our 
Government will consent to these conditions. 
The Intelligencer adds:— 

‘It appears that as Koszta was one of 
Kossuth's party when the Hungarian crown, 
&c., were taken from Buda, it was supposed 
that hecould give information of the disposi- 
tion of the articles which might lead to their 
recovery; and this we learn was the motive, or 
one of the motives, which induced his seizure 
at Smyrna. About the last of August the 
missing regalia was discovered, as our readers 
are already informed, near Orsova, just without 
the Hungarian border, to which Kossuth first 
fled. The recovery of the crown and jewels, 
together with the necessity, of relieving the 
French Consul-General from the disagreeable 
engagement to keep Koszta, induced the Aus- 
trian Government to consent to his release on 
the condition stated above~”’

We are indebted to the Publisher, A. E. 
Miter, of Charleston, for a copy of his Al- 
manac for 1854. The astronomical calcula- 
tions are made by Sam't. H. Wricut, of Yates 
County, N. Y.. for the Carolinas and Georgia. 

It embodies, as sual, a large amount of gen- 
eral information, and such as would be invalua- 
ble if it could only be relied on. We find, how- 
ever, that although it is, for an Almanac, unu- 
sually correct, there are still many of those 
stereotyped inaccuracies which we never fail 
to encounter. Looking to our own District we 
find that of the five Public Officers of the Dis- 
trict only two are correct, and in the list of 
Banks is omitted the “ Bank of Chester,” which 
was the first of the country banks to complete 
its organization and the first to commence op- 
erations—too important an omission to be over- 
looked. It also makes a slow coach of the 
King’s Mountain Rail Koad—“ leaves Chester 
every day (except Sunday) at 10 o'clock, p. m., 
returning to Yorkville at 7 a.m.” The times 
of holding Courts in this (Northern) Circuit 
are also all wrong. ‘This is to be regretted, for 
this feature of an Almanac is apt to be relied 
on, and we have often found it difficult to per- 
suade men that the Almanac-maker’s informa- 
tion was incorrect. 

These inaccuracies are all such as could have 
been rectified with but littlo additional trouble. 
We hope Mr. Mi.uer, before issuing another, 
will endeavor to obtain correct information, and 
publish an Almanac that will be entitled to the 
fullest confidence. If he can do no better, we 
will undertake to set him right as to all matters 
in this latitude.

OBITUARY. 

Departed this life, at the “ Kings Mountain 
Hotel.” in Yorkville, S. ©C., on the 29th ult. 
Dr. Joun RatcHrorp. 

The removal of this gentleman from his place 
in society, and in the church has excited a pain- 
ful interest in the hearts of many who knew 
him most intimately. The partner of his cares 
and of bis comforts, and many relatives and 
friends, have, for a season, been separated by 
this dispensation of Divine Providence, from a 
dear and interesting member of their circle. 

Dr. Ratcurorp was born‘in York District on 
the 31st October, 1821. At an early age, hav~ 
ing completed his academical course of studies, 
he entered the South Carolina College ; and af- 
ter spending the ordinary period there, receiv- 
ed from that Institution his degree of A. B. 

Having chosen the profession of Medicine, he 
passed through the usual preparatory course of 
study, and in 1848 graduated in the Castleton 
Medical College, of Vermont. 

During the year 1842, the subject of this no- 
tice, was led, under the influence of God’s word 
and Spirit, to see and feel his guilt and danger 
as a sinner; and having fled to the Saviour, and 
obtained “ a good hope, through grace,” he uni- 
ted himself with the Independent Presbyterian 
Church ; and from that period until the time of 
bis death, he continued toadorn the doctrines 
of Christ by a“ Godly walk and conversation.” 

The partiality of friendship sometimes dis- 
qualifies us for a just exhibition of the merits 
of one esteemed and beloved. But with re- 
gard to the character of the deceased, the wri- 
ter of this article is supported by the united 
voice of a large number who knew him as a 
man, asa friend, and as a christian. In the 
various social and domestic relations which 
he was called to sustain, his example was a 
happy illastration of the faith which he profes- 
sed. His natural temper was sanguine, but 
in action he was deliberate and uniform. 
Among his friends he was a pleasant and edi- 
fying associate and companion—grave without 
austerity, and cheerful without levity. 

As a scholar, he was very respectable ; and 
his talents and attainments seemed to fit him 
for a useful career in lite. But He “whose 
ways are not as man’s ways,” and who “doeth 
all things after the counsel of His own will,” 
has seen fit to remove him from this world toa 
sphere of nobler services and greater glory. 
And we should bow in humble submission to 
His righteous will.

Death, when its approach is gradual, tedi- 
ous, and painful, has ever been viswed as 
one of the surest tests of character. DisRarca- 
rorD died as he had lived. y 

His last illness found him prepared to. en- 
dure, as seeing Him who is invisible. Though 
surrounded by objects worthy to hold a high 
interest in his affections, and calculated to bind 
him to life, his end was peace ; for he was ena- 
bled to leave those who were dear to him here, 
in the hands of e faithful God, and to commit 
his soul to a precious Saviour. The Divine pres- 
ence cheered him in his affliction—-and such 
was the brightness of the prospect which open- 
ed up before him, that he could say “ Come 
Lord Jesus! come quickly !’ 

May the Lerd sustain and comfort the be- 
reaved; and may He abundantly sanctify this af- 
flictive Providence to-us all. “Let me die the 
death of the righteous, and may my last end be 
like his !”
